Reserved judgment was delivered, granting 
an application on behalf of Thomas Mitchell, 
17 Holmhead place, Glasgow, to have made 
absolute a conditional order for a writ ol 
habeas corpus directed to his wife, Eileen 
Mitchell, of 8 Abbeytield, Killester, Dublin, 
in respect of their child, Eileen Harriet. aged 
three years and four months. 

Mr. Cherry, who (instructed by Mr. E. A, 
Margetson) appeared for the applicant, did 
not ask for costs. 

On the application of Mr. Tobias (in- 
structed by Messrs. William Smyth and Son), 
for the respondent, Mrs. Mitchell, the Court 
granted a stay upon the order for a week, to 
enable the position in regard to an appeal to 
be considered. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan directed that, if notice 
of appeal was not served within a week, the 
child should be produced im court at the end 
of that period. 

Delivering judgment, Mr. Justice Sullivan 
said that, at the conclusion of the arguments 
on the previous day, judgment had been re- 
served, not because auy member of the Court 
had any doubt about what the judgment 
should be. but in the hope that the parties 
would be able to come to some arrangement 
that would render the delivery of judgment 
unnecessary. Unfortunately, such an ar- 
rangement had not been arrived at. ' 

The case was exceptional in the respect 
that, at the hearing, there was no dispute 
about the legal principles on which the Court 
should act, and they were not asked to hold 
that the applicant had done anything to 
justify his wife’s conduct in leaving his home 
in Glasgow a few mouths after their marriage 
and returning to reside with her mother in 
Dublin. The entire argument proceeded on 
the basis that the applicant was a man of 
good character, who was in a position to sup. 
ae his wife and child in Glasgow and who 

ad done nothing to disentitle him to have 
the company of his wife and the care and 
custody of his child. The argument on the 
wife's behalf was that, in view of the infant's 
age, it was better that she should remain in 
her mother’s custody.

DROPPING THE KING 


I can say in general, however, that, as far 
as Great Britain is concerned, a considerable 
time ago 1 indicated quite clearly that in 
the new Constitution it would be one in whien 
there was no reference whatever to the King; 
that constitutionally the King, would not 
appear in our new Constitution, and that 
any relations that would exist between our 
State and Great Britaiti, so long as the 
people will te have that connection, would 
be maintained by the effect of co-operation, 
and would be regularised so far as that was 
concerned by law. «Now, that general indica- 
tion that the King was to be remoyed from 
the Constitution was given a cotisiderable 
time ago We had not an opportunity of 
RR” á it formally, win only oo 
informally as-a matter of courtesy, use, 
again, they have no fight to interfere iv. 
any way with what we may do, but as a 
matter of courtesy it was indicated. There 
was no opportunity im the present situation 
to give any specific indication with regard to 
these bills. There was a general desire ex- 
pressed by the States of the British Common- 
wealth that there would be 
as quickly as : Australia, 
New Zealand, South Africa are arranging 
for simultaneous action by means of assent 
to British legislation, We, on our part, 
are not prepared to give any countenance to 
the idea that the British Parhament can m 
any way legislate for us. If this thing has 
to be done, it has to be done by our Parlia- 
ment, and our Parhament alone. At the 
same time, so long as there is any association 
at all, it is obvious that we ought to do our 
part to facilitate the other countries in deal- 
ing with the situation. If not, clearly the 
right thing for us to do is to go out, but so 
long as we do remain it is clear that we 
would, either by good-will have to meet 
a situation of this sort, or else there would 
have to be a definite convention to meet it. 

There has been a sort of general convention 
in operation, not in our time, but in the time 
of our predecessors, there was a kind of 
general convention, in which it was implied 
that the question of succession or matters of 
that sort was a matier that could not be done 
unless all the States who were associated could 
co-operate in the doing of it. That is why, 
in answer to the third question as to whether 
we have consulted the other States, 1 say 
that we have not even the opportunity . of 

them. We would not do it other 
wise than informa!ly, and we have not com 
municated the terms of these bills 4o the 
other States: I say it is a matter concerning 
ourselves alone, and, therefore, is a matter

The President spoke about the Irish people 
being given an opportunity of considering the 
matter, but bag bs ong oi Py grt the bill, 
and the Iri ple would get the oppor- 
tunity of reading about it the following 
morning Anybody reading the two bills 
would wonder what connection they at all 
had with the crisis in Great Britain. There 
was none in the first bill, though there was 
some reference to it in the bill they were to 


pass the following day. 
Mr. E. DONNELLY (F.F., Leix-Offaly) — 
They will know to-morrow. 


Professor O’SULLIVAN—Yes, after we 
have passed the bill. We will pass the bill 
first and the people will be given an oppor- 
tunity for considering it afterwards. ' 

Mr, DONNELLY—Look at these benches 
(Government benches) and the members on 
it. 

Professor O’SULLIVAN—That is precisely 
it. That is exactly the reason why we have 
these bills. There is nothing in the history 
of that Party and Government which does not 
bear out Mr Donnelly’s boast—the Govern- 
ment has the majority, and the rights and 
interests of the Trish people eo by the board. 
It would be far more decent for the Presi- 
dent to scrap the Parliamentary institutions 
altogether. He defied any ordinary man to 
say what was the full purport of the two 
bills, or to know whether they would, or 
were not, to be outside the Commonwealth. 

The President had said he had not had 
time to consult the other members of the 
Commouwealth, but the President was simply 
capitalising the unfortunate sitnation in 
Great Britain, and under cover of this he 
introduced a bill effecting fundamental 
changes in the Constitution. Professor 
O'Sullivan contended that this was not pri- 
marily an internal matter, and that the 
other members of the Commonwealth of 
Nations were interested. That was en- 
shrined in the preamble to the Statute of 
Westminster which had been the outcome of 
the Conference at which the other Dominions 
had been present. The other Dominions had 
an interest in what the Free State Parlia- 
ment did in this matter. 


THE BILL AND THE KING 


Referring to Clause 3 of the second bill. 
he asked was not the implication of that 
bill that the Saorstat was outside the Com- 
monwealth which regarded the King as the 
symbol of their continued co-operation. The 
suggestion made by these bills was that they 
did not belong to the Commonwealth—we 
act merely in relation with them, and that 
was the kind of proposal suddenly put be- 
fore the Dail by a man who gave the count 
promise after promise that bills with suc 
~wlications would not be put to the Dail 
antil the people were consulted. The same 
man a short time ago implied, at all events, 
that he had some respect for Parliamentary 
institutions. Did the bill deal with the 
abdication of the King’ It was quite 
obvious that the Proclamation oi 
the new King was going to take place before 
the Dail met. to-morrow. What was their 
position in ard to the British Common- 

ealth and what was the co-operation the 
President was ready to give’ The President 
had simply used a scandal in order to get 
rid of outstanding articles of agreement 
between the Free State and Great Britain. 
(in previous occasions the President had con- 
vinced a majority of the Dail that the re- 
moval of the oath was not a breach of the 
Treaty. Did the President hope that his 
resent action was not a. breach of the 
Treaty? The bill was to get no consideration 
from the Dai! and the President was utilising 

crisis for a piece of slick practice on the 

ouse and the Irish people. - While the 
‘ianna Fail Party haa a majority in that 
fouse the President would not have the 
slightest regard for Parliamentary control, 

The proposals now being made were a 
ne on Parliamentary practice and Par- 
lamentary institutions. In the steps being 
proposed the interests of the country, the 
good name of the country, and its Parlia- 
rmaentary institutions were involved, and the 
President had struck a vital blow at those 
three things that day. But the President 
did not believe, and never believed, in Par- 
lmamentary institutions and majority rule. 
unless the majority happened to be with him. 
he President Fm ed in Parliamentary 
dpmocracy just as he believed in it in 1 
1025 and 1926, He was now rushing 
legislation to the detriment of the 
people and not to the advantage 
of the country. They would gam 
nothing in liberty or in their interests. 
They had a party dictatorship to run those 
bills through at all costs. The motion belore 
ihe House was olsjectionable on every 
ground, and it spelled the end of Parliamen- 
tary government in this country. 


“A TRAGIC RIDICULE” 


Mr. WILLIAM NORTON (Lab... Kildare) 
said that the second bill, whether the 
Executive Connci] liked it or not, was pro- 
viding for the appointment of a successor to 
an abdicated King, and the House was being 
asked to assent to that appointment under a 
guillotine motion. 

This remark was greeted with laughter and 
cheers from the (Government benches. 

Mr. Norton retorted—‘‘l am sure there is 
no real merriment m the Government Party 
to-day.” 

Continuing, Mr. Norton recalled speeches 
of the members ol the Fianna Fail Party in 
reference to the King and the Constitution. 
and said that no one ever thought they would 
witness that party asking the Dail to appoint 
a British King of Saorstat Eireann ma a 
guillotine motion. It was a tragic ridicule 
on an Irish Parliament and s tragic panto- 
mime for the Irish people to prodace those 
bills and to ask to have them enacted al 
such short notice. One could understand 
Great Britain being interested to regu- 
late the position at once, but what 
were the interests of the Free State. 
and why the haste on their part to appoint 
& successor to an abdicated King’ The King 
that was mentioned in the Constitution had 
indicated that he did not want to. continue in 
that role, but in the proposed legislation the 
present Free State Government were showing 
that they automatically admitted that the 
person who succeeded that King in Great 
Britain succeeded him here. The haste was 
indecent and inexplicable. The Fianna Fail 
Government, when it came into power, had 
promised that they would put the King in 
proper perspective in relation to the Irish 
vople and the Constitution of Saorstat 

ireann, and one would think the Executive 
Council would welcome the departure of the 
King from his office, bat the Dail was called 
together by two telegrams to meet, within 
less than 24 hours, to appoint a successor to 
the abdicated King. 


OATH OF ACCESSION 


Referring to the Oath of Accession, Mr. 
NORTON said that the British Monarch was 
ee to take an oath offensive to the 
religious susceptibilities of the Irish people.

Nobody 
but a constitutional lawyer could accept it 
without ample time for examination. hat 
the bíll did was to remove, in so far as 
legislation was concerned, the King entirely 
from the place he had occupied in the Con- 
stitution of the Free State. It took away 
the necessity for getting his consent to 
certam measures. It was to remove him from 
being King of Ireland. 


A PROTEST 


It required careful investigation to deter- 
mine whether the passing of the Acts would 
do the one thing that was necessary to do—to 
facilitate the proposed abdication. They 
were doing for this country something that 
was far and away more far-reaching for us, 
more important for us, than the existence or 
not and the recognition or not of the Con- 
stitutional crisis in Great Britain. He pro- 
tested strongly against the measures, and 
would oppose them aa strongly as he could. 
But beyond that, he would protest against 
the way in which the measures were being 
introduced and rushed through the House— 
put through with the examination. criticism, 
and discussion that could be only given to 
them in an afternoon. He considered that 
that would have the gravest consequences on 
the Parliameutray institutions of the country, 
It seemed to him that under the plea of 
urgency they were putting through revolu. 
tionary legislation — legislation which 
shattered the wishes of the minority. giving 
them no opportunity of airing their views or 
putting forward their case. It proposed those 
revolutionary bills in a way that made it 
impossible for them to be considered pro- 
perly, The bills contained proposals that 
might have been put before the House at any 
time, and for which on any occasion ample 
time would have been required. Yet, they 
were asked to put them through now. No 
doubt the measures had heen examined by 
the Executive Council and its legal advisers ; 
no doubt the Executive Council thought they 
would secure the objects which they sought 
to secure, but, be that as it may, he pro- 


tested most strongly against them ; be protested 


against that attempt to disregard the 
democratic institutions of the State, and he 
also protested against the way in which it 
was attempted to have it carried through. 


TWO UNDESIRABLE THINGS 


Mr. J. M. DILLON (U.L., Donegal) said 
that grave matters had arisen through the 
abdication of the King. No difficulties would 
have been placed in the way of the President 
had he come to the House with the request 
for such legislation as was necessary to 
regularise the constitutional position 
consequent on that development, but the 
bills before the House had not been intro- 
duced primarily for the purpose of regularis- 
ing the constitutional position arising out of 
this occasion, but were designed under cover 
of an excuse to make fundamental constitu- 
tional changes. They were being rushed 
through the House under the representation 
that they must be got through if grave con- 
sequences were not to ensue here and in the 
Commonwealth lí Parliament was to have 
the moral authority of the people behind 
them it should te treated with respect, and 
anyone who had perused tose bills would 
see that Parliament could not give them the 
consideration to which they were entitled 
if they were to be put into law im one day 
The only difficulty that could have arisen for 
the President if he had brought in simply 
legislation to enact the abdication was that 
he might have been criticised by some of the 
irresponsible members of his own party. 

If he had wanted to aseuaze their ruffled 
feelinzs he could have introduced additional 
bills to deal with the other matters and give 
the Dail emnle time te consider them. His 
failure to adopt that course had resulted in 
two highle wholly undesirable things which 
would exclusively affect this country. The 
first was that it indicated to the people that 
Parliament was to be treated with contempt, 
and that the maiority would register the 
opinions of the existing Government without 
any regard whatever to the arcuments oft 
the Opposition. If that impression was made 
on the people, parliamentary government was 
going to end, for the people would ask what 
was the House but a talking shop. No man 
had shown creater contemnt for Parliamen 
tary institvtions than the President had.

TWO SERIOUS BILLS 


PRESIDENT’S SIMPLICITY 


Mr. F. MacDERMOT (Ind... Roscommon) 
said that if the President had brought for- 
ward measures that were designed merely 
for the rectification of an anomalous situation 
he might have been justified in asking for a 
guillotine motion. or, still more likely, he 
might not have needed it at all; but those 
measures went infinitely beyond making 
technical rectifications. They were of the 
utmost seriousness and might be franght 
with disastrous copsequences to this country. 
He did not agree with Deputy Norton that 
one of the bills was for the appointment of a 
new King. They found that it was proposed 
that the King, recognised by the other 
members of the Commonwealth as being the 
symbol of their co-operation and association 
should have delegated to him by the Execu- 
tive Council as and when it saw fit certain 
duties.

How 
did they know that the bill was not going to 
subject the House and the country to a 
humiliation’ How wonld it be if the new 
King said: '“ Go and be damned: I am not 
interested in acting as your deputy for certain 
purposes while | am not recognised as the 
King of the country ’"’ 

Not alone was it true that the House had 
a right to be given ample time for reflection 
before passing measures that might very well 
result in the severance of this country from 
the Commonwealth of Nations. but the 
country had a right to be given time to con- 
sider the consequences of such severance if 
it came. He regarded the measure as not 
alone quite probably involving severance from 
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the Commonwealth of Nations, with disas- 
trous consequences for the ple—especially 
the poor people in whom the Labour Party 
might show a little more interest than talking 
clap-trap about appointing new Kings, and 
referring with an indignation that he could 
hardly believe to be genuine to such things 
as the obsolete wording of an Act of Parlia- 
ment—but affecting vitally the interests of 
everybody in the country, and might per- 
petuate the one evil they all felt 
no deeply about in this country—the 
partition of the country. He wondered if 
there was a single member of the Govern- 
ment front bench; or the party, who had 
given thought to the likely reactions among 
their Protestant fellow countrymen in 
Northern Ireland in regard to the provisions 
in these bills.

NO BREACH OF THE TREATY 


President DE VALERA said that his atti- 
tude to the Treaty had been expressed many 
limes inside the House, outside of it and in 
despatches to the British Government. As 
ar as he was concerned, the Treaty had 
heen imposed by force and, imposed no moral 
obligation on the Irish people. Leaving that 
aside, the question was: Did the action they 
were taking constitute a breach of that 
Treaty: His opinion was that it could net. 
They had heard during the day two or three 
different interpretations of the Treaty. One 
pet of deputies wanted it interpreted just as 
i, was when it was signed. When con- 
stitutional advances were made in 1926, 1951 
and 1932 he was one of the first to admit 
that they were tremendous advances in re 
gard to the position of the Free State, When 
the Governor-General ceased, during the last 
regime, to be merely an instrument of the 
Crown—namely, of the British Cabinet—and 
became subject to the advice and authority 
of the Executive Council, his pésition was com- 
pletely changed, and he (President) admitted 
that at thetime. One of the things he had set 
out to do when he became Minister for Ex- 
ternal Affairs was to see that, even if no 
advatices were made, they would leave the 
position such that if their’ predecessors re 
turned to office they would not find a worse 
position to deal with. By choosing all 
their symbols and cxercising their rights 
and by standing on the theories they held 
and against the theories held elsewhere they 
were asserting their liberty and making an 
advance. He had done this at this moment 
because he would not take the responsibility 
of bringing in Bill No. 2 unless it was in 
conjunction with Bill No, 1, which was 
going to clarify the position and define the 
extent to which the King was going to be 
used in our regard. 

Mr, COSGRAVE said that the President 
had told them the treaty did-not impose any 
moral obligations. The people had pro- 
nounced on the treaty three or four times, 
and even the President did not ask them to 
repudiate it at the last elections.

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OPPOSITION’S VIEWS 
ON NEW SITUATION 


GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
SIGNS HIS LAST BILL 
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By Our POLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


HERE was much discussion in the 
» Parliamentary lobbies last night as to 
what the implications may be of the 
(Amendment No. 27) Bull, 
which was passed. The diversity of views 
expressed tended te confirm the statement of 
Mr. Costello, ex-Attorney-General, in the 
sourse of the debate, that the ablest consti- 
tutional lawyer would find it virtually an 
impossible task to define the situation. 

Some of the apparent contradictions refer 
to the position of the Governor-General and 
of King Edward VIII. The Governor- 
General has been deprived of most of his 
functions, and yet it is held that, in respect 
of external matters at least, he is still 
Governor-General. King Edward has 
abdicated, and yet it is claimed that he is 
still King of Saorstat Eireann. _ Presumably 
the passin of the Executive Powers 
(External! Relations) Bill, which will be 
before the Dail to-day, will terminate the 
King’s association with the country, for that 
measure virtually presumes his “ death "—in 
the usual legal sense, of course!

Viscount Mersey also 
commented u the inaccuracy of the 
film of Mary Queen of Scots, in which 
an altercation between that Queen and 
Elizabeth is represented as taking place 
in a cell the night before the execution of 
Mary—this in face of the fact that the 
two Queens never met face to face in their 
lives! Lord Mersey’s suggestion that some 
kind of control should be exercised in the 
matter met with scant success. He was 
reminded by the Marquis of Dufferin that 
the children of fifty years ago suffered the 
same disadvantage with regard to his- 
torical accuracy as thosé of to-day who 
take their instruction from films; for 
those children. had to imbibe historical 
novels coloured by Sir Walter Scott and 
Dumas. ‘‘ What is true history ?’’ asked 
the Marquis. Indeed, it would seem as if 
histéry is one of the most abused subjects 
in the school category; for, among other 
things, it has been dubbed “the play- 
ground of liars.” 


Business ACaxims 


In these days of blatant advertisement, 
the good old business maxims are liable to 
be overlooked. There is one such maxim, 
however, that still survives, amidst the 
changes and chances of business—namely, 
‘““"Phe customer is always right” A few 
days ago I had the opportunity of seeing 
how the maxim worked in actual fact. In 
a certain Dublin wholesale establishment 
I stood at the counter in one of the depart- 
ments, waiting to be attended to.

He made no 
reply, but probably reflected that his 
customer lacked a sense of humour, and 
left it at that. In any case, “ the customer 
is always right ”!

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THE NEW BELGIUM 


TWO DISTINCT PEOPLES 


In a broadcast talk on foreign affairs 
from Radio Athlone last night, Mr. Donal 
O'Sullivan dealt with Belgiun, aud security 
in Western Europe. After a troubled his- 
tory, he said, Belgium had emerged as a new 
and independent nation, consisting of two 
distinct peoples, almost in equal numbers— 
the Flemings and the Walloons. But while 
the Flemings had a language of their own, 
closely akin to Dutch, the Walloons spoke 
French. In a country only one-third the size 
of Ireland the existence of two languages 
might not seem to make for cohesion, but the 
sturdy patriotism of Belgium was a quality 
that transcended the differences between the 
two. During their four years in Belgium 
the Germans had attempted to foster a feel- 
ing of separatism among the Flem'ngs, and 
while eventually the movement was crushed 
by the Belgian Government, Herr Hitler had 
again caused it to raise its head, At the 
general election of 1952 these extremists won 
only eight seats, but im the election of last 
May they increased their number to sixteen. 
In view they were strongly anti-French, and 
in Hitler they see the bulwark against Com- 
munism. The Government at present, how- 
ever, holds 156 of the 202 seats and is com- 
posed of both Flemings and Walloons, the 
Opposition being composed of nine -Com- 
munists and a party of Rexists, or Flemish 
Extremists, who are working up a Fascist 
anti-French agitation in the country.

CHARITABLE PURPOSES 


The Very Rev. T. J. Graham died on 
December 4, 1933, and by his will, dated 
August 235, 1935, he devised to the Very 
Rev. J. Dwyer all the property and moneys 
to which he was entitled under the will of 
Mrs. M. McCoy, and he directed him to 
carry out on his behalf the trusts of the 
estate of Mra. McCoy, and to distribute the 
residue of such estate for the charitable 
purposes which he had already indicated 
verbally to Father Dwyer. 

Father Graham had during his lifetime 
carried out structural alterations in the Pres- 
bytery at Coolock, in anticipation of the 
amount left to him by Mrs. McCoy for 
charitable institutions, and shortly before his 
death he directed Father Dwyer that, out of 
that amount, the structural alterations should 
be paid for, and the remainder of thar 
amount should go to the building fund of the 
new church at (Glasnevin, with the obliga- 
tion of paying the interest on such remainder 
to Miss Margaret Morris during her lifetime, 
as he wished her to have an annuity of from 
£80 to £100 a vear during her life. He had 
also given Father Dwyer verbal instructions 
as to the disposal of his. own estate, to 
include provision for Miss Morris and other 

whom he wished to benefit, and also 
for the saying of Masses. 

The amount expended on the structural 
alterations was stated to have been £1,546. 
and the amount “lightly sy in «Ps. 
McCoy's estate was sli rger. 

The debts proved in the estate of Father 
Graham amounted to £2,460, but this sum 
included the cost of the structural alterations. 
and it was stated that, if the residue of the 
McCoy estate could be validly applied to pay 
for these structural alterations, Father 
Graham's estate would be solvent. Father 
Graham had left the sum of £300 in cash, 
and was also entitled under the will of Mrs. 
McCoy to a sum of about £1,300 for his 
own benefit, over and above the residue ol 
her estate, which he was to apply for 
charitable institutions 


JUDGMENT 


Mr. Justice Johnston held that the gift of 
the residue by Mrs. McCoy was a perfectly 
good. charitable gift, although she had left 
it to Father Graham to decide the objects to 
which he would apply the residue. In his 
view Father Graham had, during his lifetime, 
and by the verbal instructions he gave to 
Father Dwyer, together with the direction in 
his will, sufficiently indicated those objects, 
which were the payment for the structural 
alterations to the property, and the building 
fund for the new church in Glasnevin The 
charitable gift was, therefore, complete, The 
testator had endeavoured to give a benefit 
to Margaret Morris out of that residue, but 
this was outside his powers as a trustee, as 
a private person was not a charity. Con- 
sequently, he directed that the structural 
alterations should be paid for out of the 
residue, and the balance, if any, should be 
paid over to the building fund. Be allowed 
all parties their costs out of the McCoy 
estate. He adjourned the further hearing in 
connection with the Graham estate in order 
to ascertain the position after the debts had 
been provided for.

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HIS stately volume is a tribute of love 
to Viscount Haig. It was always 
Lord Haig's wish that his wife should 
write the story of his life, and he sup- 
plied materials in a complete diary and 
abundant letters. ' He desired’. . . to 
make sure that whatever historians and 
others might have to say of him in the 
future, it would be possible by. reference 
to these records to know the whole truth 
of all the large and frequently contentious 
issues that arose at various stages of the 
campaign, as far as they affected him.”’ 


Lady Haig has performed her large 
and difficult task well—with dignity and 
tenderness, The early part of the book 
draws the man in his youth and the prime 
of his manhood, a wholesome nature, 
guided by duty, perseverance and honour- 
able affections, but hardly revealing the 
qualities which were called forth by the 
test of the Great War. In truth, Haig’s 
nature was not of the spectacular kind. 
He was the true soldier, depending on 
method and tenacity. That he possessed 
these gifts in exceptional degree was 
discovered in due time, and so it came 
that he was entrusted with the supreme 


Just half the book brings us to the 
Great. War. ‘* Douglas and I decided 
that we would say good-bye quietly at 
home; and after an early dinner we went 
up to the children, so that he might kiss 
them and tuck them up. As we came 
down he remarked that they were too 
young to realise what this 
meant '’—in homely touches like this we 
seem to get the man himself, behind that 
impassive bearing. Always Haig confided 
in his wife. There came a time when he 
was criticised injuriously, and Lady Haig 
wrote warnings to him. Her anxiety 
grew, because she knew his fault to be 
“that he would never hear a word 
against anyone under his direct orders, 
and trusted everybody until he proved to 
his own satisfaction that they were un- 
worthy of his confidence. He 
rather take the blame himself than allow 
disparaging remarks to be made about a 
member of his staff.” Such a man was 
ill-protected against the malicious criticism 
which was written by ungenerous minds 


When the critical months of 1918 came, 
Haig’s advice was vital. He hoped that 
before any armistice was granted the 


remnants of the German Army would be 
driven back to the Rhine. He was sum- 
moned to the Cabinet in October, and 
advised that the Germans be required to 
evacuate Belgian and French territory ; 
but he opposed the s ion that they 
should be made to lay down arms. “ He 
was sure they would fever consent to do 
this, and the rpsult would be that the war 
would probably be continued for another 
year.” When the Armistice actually was 
arranged, Haig was distressed by the 
F attempt “ to destroy both the mili- 
tary and political existence of the

Clause 1 of the bill was agreed to. 

On consideration. of Clause 2 and the 
schedule, Sir John Simon, in reply to Mr. 
J. Mathers (Labour), said that the schedule 
merely contained a reproduction of a ocu- 
ment signed. 

The Rev. J. Barr (Labour) said that he 
thought the schedule, which did not include 
the title, “ Defender of the Faith,” was an 
improvement on the present titles. ‘* For 
my part,” he added, “I do not require the 
King, or any Government, to defend my 
faith, or the faith of any of His Majesty's 
subjects. 

Sir John Simon replied “ No” to Mr. 
Mathers's guestion—whether he thought the 
reason why His Majesty, in the text oí the 
instrument of abdication. had not used the 
phrase, “ Defender of the Faith,” had any- 
thing to do with the fact that the Coronation 
had not taken place. “That title,” Sir 
John added, '“whatever be its history, does 
not sattach to the Monarch because he has 
been crowned. It is one of the traditional 
titles of the Monarch.” 

Clause 2 and the schedule were agreed to. 


FREE STATE’S POSITION 


Speaking on the preamble, Mr. Lees- 
Smith (Labour) observed that it was stated 
that the legislation did not become operative 
unless it received the assent of all the Parlia- 
ments of all the Dominions, so that, if the 
[rish Free State declined to give assent, the 
whole legislation would fall to the ground. 
He would like to know whether the real 
position was that the Act would be binding 
on this country, but not a on any 
Dominion which did not pass its legislation 
adopting it for itself? Would the Attorney- 
General also explain why there was a 
difference between Canada and the other 
three Dominions. 

The Attorney-General said that it was a 
rather complicated matter. All the material 
parts of the Statute of Westminster which 
fell to be considered were the preamble and 
Section 4. In Section 10 it would be seen 
that Section 4 did not apply to any of the 
Dominions, unless they adopted it. Australia 
and New Zealand had not adopted Section 4, 
so they were clearly in a different position 
from the Dominions which had adopted it. 
Canada and South Africa both adopted 
Section 4, but South Africa had passed a me; 
the effect oí which was that she had got to 
have an Act of her own Parliament, and could 
not simply extend our Act to her under the 
provisions of Section 4. Australia and New 
Zealand had not adhered to the Statute of 
Westminster. Therefore, as a matter of strict 
law, an Act of the British Parliament amend- 
ing the Act of Settlement would apply to 
Australia and New Zealand. But any matter 
affecting the succession to the Throne was a 
matter of common concern to all, to be carf¥éd 
through if possible, in complete co-operation, 
or at any rate with complete assent. 

The Parliaments of all the Dominions were 
going to be asked to take appropriate action 

y their Governments, and in the cases where 
the summoning of the Parliaments was not 
easily practicable the Governments concerned 
had expressly stated that they were satisfied 
with what was being done. The fullest in- 
formation had, of course, been given to the 
Dominions on all these matters, and the con- 
stitutional requirements had been fully com- 
plied with. The four Dominions fully assented 
to what was being done, and they were pro- 
posing to take their own steps to bring the 
matter before their own Parliaments. 


DISCUSSION WOULD BE 
PREMATURE 


So far as the Irish Free State was con- 
cerned, the position there was that she had 
adopted the Statute of Westminster, and she, 
like any other Dominion, was fully entitled 
to have her own legislation. 

‘The Irish Parliament is being summoned 
to-day,’ added Sir Donald, “and, therefore, 
the Irish Free State is dealing with this 
matter in her own Parliament, on the same 
level as we are dealing with it here. The 
exact form of the proposal which the Irish 
Government will put before its Parliament 
is not at present known, and it would be pre- 
mature to discuss that without knowledge.”

Commons. It may be, as Sir John Simon 
said, a measure of the national misfortune 
that it should give rise to such a motion 
as Mr. Maxton’s; but if the strength of 
feeling against the monarchical constitu- 
tion is given by a vote of five in a House 
of 408, that. particular aspect of the 
calamity is not so very. formidable.
